And to create, to 
produce, this news budget requires 
human effort of every kind, from 
the hardest toil to the highest in- 
tegrity, attended sometimes by the 
gtavest perils. 

MONEY EXPENDED. 


“It requires also the expenditure 
of money to second and sustain the 
human effort. The elements of labor, 
skill and capital thus essential to 
the production of a news report are 
themselves elements of value and 
are property, entitled to protection 
as such. Why is not that true of 
the product itself? It is through- 
out the civilized world the subject 
of barter and sale. And cause 
a news report, as a news report, 
has value and pecuniary value, the 
International News Service takes 
that of the Associated Press and 
sells it to its own clients for dollars 
and cents in hand paid. 

“They say that a mere budget of 
news is not literature and so is not 
the subject of copyright, and even 
if it were we have not complied 
with the copyright law and so are 
not entitled to the protection it af- 
fords 
Fundamental principles of jus- 
tice announced in copyright cases 
may have application here, but the 
formal daw of copyright has no 
place. Has not the complainant 
some right of propetty in the daily 
news report it produces and a right 
which a court of equity will pro- 
tect? Are not the practices of the 
petitioner complained of by the re- 
spondent and admitted by the pet!- 
tioner, unfair as against a competi- 
tor and will not a court of equity 
enjoin them? 

TAKING PROPERTY. 

There is here at one and the 
same time a taking of property of 
the Associated Press and unfair 
competition in business. Counsel 
for petitioner say that unfair com- 
petition exists only where one deal- 
er sells his product as being that of 
his competitor. In such case there 
is a double wrong which the law in- 
terferes to prevent, vz., the fraud 


upon 8 who do not get what 
they eve they are buying, and 


the injury to the fair dealer who 
has been deprived of a customer. 

“What right of the International 
News Service is denied or impaired 
by enjoining it from taking our 
news and selling it to others? ‘The 
source of all property,right is labor. 
All commercial values are created 
by labor of some kind. The product 
of field, forest or factory is the re- 
sult of toil. The good will of a 
merchant's business fs created by 
years of labor end pains. The right 
to values thus created may, of 
course, be acquired by purchase or 
exchange. Th are produced that 
they may be sold or exchang 
Here is a news report, created by 
labor and held for sale or exchange. 
The International News Service did 
not create, and has not acquired it 
by purchase or exchange. When it 
is enjoined from boldly taking it and 
selling it, what injustice does it suf- 
fer? It is simply prevented from 
reaping where it has not sown. No 
ethical argument ig adduced or can 
be in support of the petitioner’s 
claim. It is the endeavor to get 
something for nothing and has so 
impressed every court which has. 
had occasion to Geal with a like 
contention.” 

Asked by Justice Brandeis if the 
question involved in the case was 
not one of unfair competition be- 
tween two news agencies instead of 
the broader questions of property 
right in news, Mr. Untermyer said 
there was no question of unfair com- 
petition. 

There is no claim of subterfuge 
or misrepresentation involved, he 
said, but lower court injunctions 
give news a property right that not 
only affects the news gathered by 
the Associated Press, but also local 
news which the newspapers, mem- 
bers of that organization collect, and 
which is of no use to the organixa- 
tion. As a result, he said, the order 
“enormously enlarges” the effect on 
the property value of news so that 
it applies not only to the Associated 
Press as an organization, but to its 
members alike. — 

“Aren't you taking the news 80 
you can give it to the public?” asked 
Justice Pitney. 

Mr. Untermyer replied that the 
news was taken and sent out by the 
International News Service without 
any effort being made to deceive 
the public and that it was to be 
published for the benefit of the 
public. 

“So does the Associated Press, 
quickly interjected Justice Pitney, 
“and thev are spending money and 
time in getting it.” 

“We stand on the proposition that 
this news was unreservedly given 
for the benefit of the public and 
having been published, and hav- 
ing bought it we have a right to 
it.” was the reply. He further 
argued that news matter is re- 
leased upon publication and that no 
limit is implied or expressed in the 
use of the news. 

BANNED BY ALLIES. 

In opening his argument, Mr. 
Lehmann replied to arguments that 
the ed Press had taken ad- 
vantage of the fact that. the In- 
ternational News Service had been 
excluded from Europe by the allied 
governments, because of news items 
it circulated, to institute the present 
proceedings. He said attorneys for 
the International News Service had 
injected that subject themselves. 

The question involved in the case, 
Mr. Lehmann argued, is whether 
news which has been obtained at 
great labor and expense is to be 
“trafficked in by some one who has 
not paid a single penny for the 
budget itself.” 

If the court should hold that it

Senator Johnson confined himself 
principally to the leral side of the 
questions, declaring the question of 
the property right in news has often 
been presented to courts for deter- 
mination.

AY TAKE OVER MUCH 


DURING WAR. 


Administration Proposal of Lease on 
aqa Royalty Basis is of Vast Im- 
port to California. 


ASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
W THE TIMES, May 3.—Thir- 
teen of the biggest interests 
involved in California naval oilfield 
reserves will have principals here 
Sunday with power to act in the Pa- 
cific petroleum crisis. Wyoming rep- 
resentatives, who have all arrived 
here, have thrown up their hands 
and are willing to accept the pro- 
posed legislation to open all with- 
drawn oil lands, including all the 
aval reserves. 8 
Tomorrow morning all the west- 
ern men are to meet in the office of 
Congressrhan Taylor of Colorado and 
make a decision. The indications 
are that the Colorado man will get 
in the administration band wagon 


and accépt the provision which gives 
the whole petroleum field to the 
President to operate as a war meas- 
ure, 

Briefly, in the proposed legislation, 
claimants in. the withdrawn areas 
and those who have producing wells 
get the well on a basis of not less 
than an eighth royalty not only on 
the oil and gas yet to be taken out, 
but also all that has been taken ouz. 
Oll_men are calling attention to thé 
language, not less than an eighth.” 


TO GIVE UP CLAIMS. 


Claimants must surrender al 
claims against the United States in 
order to get this privilege. No per- 
son guilty of fraud can secure the 
privileges of operating under lease. 

Section thirteen (given below) is 
for the operation of withdrawn areas 
which may heretofore have come in- 
to production, and provides as here- 
tofore indicated in these dispatches. 
The President will take over the 
fields first and fix compensations aft- 
erwards. Those dissatisfied will be 
paid three-quarters of the compen- 
sation fixed by the President and 
may sue in the United States courts 
for the remainder. The language 
of the bill tremendously affects the 
claimants in the naval reserves of 
California, and, in fact, all of the 
withdrawn areas. 

THE NEW PROVISION. 


‘The New provision, section twelve 
in the House oil bill, is as follows: 

“Provided that any claimant who 
either is in possession or through 
his predecessor acquired an interest 
or entered upon any of the lands 
embraced within the executive order 
of withdrawal dated September 27, 
1909, prior to July 3, 1910, for the 
purpose of prospecting for oll or gas, 
and thereupon commenced discovery 
work thereon, and thereafter prose- 
cuted such work to a discovery of 
oll or gas, shall be entitled to lease 
from the United States the produc- 
ing oil or gas well or wells resulting 
from such work at a royalty of not 
less than one-eighth of all the oils 
and gas produced therefrom, togeth- 
er with an area of land sufficient for 
the operation thereof, but without 
the right to drill any other addition- 
al wells and no wells shall be drilled 
on lands subject to the terms of this 
act within 660 feet of any such 
leased well without the consent of 
lessee thereof; provided further that 
where the President shall determine 
that it is to the public interest he 
may lease the remainder of any such 
claim to the claimant, upon such 
terms and conditions as he may pre- 
scribe, and provided, further, that 
all such claimants shall pay, in such 
manner as the President may deter- 
mine, to the United States an amount 
equal to not less than the value of 
one-eighth of all the oll and gas al- 
ready produced from such well or 
wells, and provided, further, that no 


involved in any suit brought by the 
United States, or in any application 
for patent, shall be entitled to a 
lease under this provision unless 
within six months after approval of 
this act he shall relinquish to the 
United States all rights claimed in 
such suit or application, unless the 
President shall further extend such 
time. 

“No 
of any fraud, or who had knowledge 
or reasonable grounds to know of 
any fraud or who has not acted 
honestly and in good faith shall be 
entitled to a lease under the pro- 
visions of this ect.” 

SECTION THIRTEEN. 


. Seetion thirteen is as follows: 
“That the President is authorized, 
whenever during the existing war 
he shall determine that it is to the 
public interest, to lease or cause to 
be operated or leased, any oil well, 
wells, or oil lands embraced within 
any existing claim under the mining 
laws or within any reserve or order 
of withdrawal, prior to end with- 
out any agreement with any 
claimant and may determine, in his 
discretion the terms and conditions 
under which well, wells or oil lands 
shall be eso leased or otherwise 
operated; provided that the Presi- 
dent is authorized, in such manner 
as he may direct, to agree with any 
claimant or owner of any well, 
wells, or ofl lands operated. or leased 
or caused to be operated or leased, 
under this section, upon such com- 
pensation or division of proceeds as 
may be deemed fair and equitable. 
“In case no such agreement shall 
be made, and in the event that it 
shall ultimately be determined that 
the claimant is entitled to the whole 
or any part of well wells or oil 
lands so operated ‘or leased or 
caused to be operated or leased, the 
President shall determine the 
amount of compensation to. be paid 
in any such case to the claimant. If 
the compensation go determined be 
unsatisfactory to the person en- 
titled to receive the same, such per- 
son shall be paid 75 per cent. of the 
amount so determined by the Presi- 
dent and shall be entitled to sue the 
United States in the District Court 
of the United States for the judicial! 
district in which the land is situated 
to recover such further sum as 
added to said 75 per cent. will make 
up such amount as will be just com- 
pensation.”

M, Germain, an expert accountant, 


testified that Vercasson brought 
from Switzerland 476,000 francs, 
which he gave to Duval. M. Ger- 


main testified that Vercasson’s op- 
erations appeared to be regular and 
in good faith and that he personally 
benefitted to the extent of 25,000 
francs from his work.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 8%-—The 
common law cannot properly be in- 
voked after conviction and judg- 
ment, Aylett Cotton, Deputy District 
Attorney, argued here today in re- 
sisting a motion to vacate judgment 
of death against Thomas J. Mooney, 
based on the common law pleading 
of “Coram Nobis” (Before us the 
King.) Mooney was convicted of 
murder as the result of a Prepared- 
ness Day bomb explesion here in 
July, 1916. 

Cotton held that the defense could 
not go outside the criminal code of 
the State in seeking the _ relief 
prayed for. The defense contended 
that Mooney’s conviction was 
brought about by fraud and mal- 
Teasance of the District Attorney 
and that an appeal to the pleading 
of “Coram Nobis,“ the ancient writ 
which tended to abrogate such 
fraud through an annulment of the 
judgment, was his best remedy. 

The State code, backed by State 
Supreme Court decisions, provided a 
remedy for fraud through motions 
and other procedural features, Cot- 
ton said. 

“This defendant has had his day 
in court. He did not impeach any 
of the witnesses. The judgment is. 
not void and there is nothing to 
thow that he can go outside the

Bond Slacker is Sent to Jail 
and then Let Go. 


Justice Says He Promised to go 
and Buy One. 


The American Protective League 
yesterday began an investigation in- 
to the circumstances surrounding 
the release from jail of Peter Blank- 
strom, a bond slacker, sentenced: to 
a ninety-day straight jail term by 
Police Judge George 8. Richardson. ' 

Blankstrom's release, which came 
less than two hours after sentence 
was imposed in court, was personal- 
ly ordered by Judge Richardson, the 
jail records show. It came in the 
form of a suspended sentence, with 
a two-year probation provision, 
made in a notation by Judge Rich- 
ardson on the court bailiff’s report 
sent to the jail for Jailor Shand’s 
records. 

Blankstrom, a naturalized citizen 
and formerly in the ,auto-supply 
business, and now living at No. 1664 
Echo Park avenue, was arrested by 
members of the police war squad 
and the American Protective League 
several days ago following charges 
by Liberty Bond salesmen that the 
man made unpatriotic statements 
and refused to buy Liberty Bonds, 
with the explanation that he had 
plenty of money, but was not in 
sympathy with the purpose for 
which the bonds were sold. As is 
usual in such 2 — 3

The Friday Morning Club. 
Capt. David Fallon, from Sidney, 
Australia, a professed Irishman, 
three years in the war, bearing the 
marks of his service in poignant evi- 
dence, addressed the Friday Morn- 
ing Club yesterday on “The Spirit of 
‘the Newborn Woman.” Bearing in 
mind a certain hint te the effect 
that “atrocities” were better ignored 
for the occasion, this warrior dis- 
criminated nicely in his discourse, 
and when memory proved too alarm- 
ing he hastened us to the roadsides 
where “the little children were pick- 
ing flowers.” It was one of these en- 


gaging, intimate personal dis- 
courses in which the speaker took 
his audience pleasantly into his con- 
fidence. He told us about his travels 
with his tutor, and the painful oc- 
casion upon which he bumped an 
officer in Berlin, with dire results 
and how that incident helped him 
to devote ten years to becoming a 
first-class soldier. Then he told the 
history of his acquaintance with 
women, once, in his boyhood, frank- 
ly regarded as mere necessary evils! 
Later he saw a lady tiger in the In- 
dian jungle so heroically defending 
her young, that his respect for her 
sex went up forthwith and he fore- 
bore to shoot her. Then in the 
war they gave him a lady British 
tank to take care of and he called 
her “Razzy.” And a black lady cat 
accompanied him in the tank for 
luck,.and, with Irish inconsequence 
he christened her “Joffre,” because 
it would be so comforting to have 
that celet rity along. even by Prox). 
And “Razzy,” and “Joffre” endeared 
the sex to him forever. They were 
perfect ladies. “Razzy” finally met 
a cruel fate—for after prodigious 
service in which she just walked 
over gun emplacements and ironed 
them out flat, rolled across whole 
buildings and scattered them to duS&t, 
she came to grief in a hole too deep 
for resurrection and it was Capt. 
Fallon’ J painful duty to blow the in- 
trepid “Razzy,” up, to spare her 
from the exploitation of the Hun. . 

And, somehow, being an _Irish- 
man, just at this time his tribute 
to the British and their dauntless 
valor had a greater significance 
which his audience applauded vigor- 
ously. After a graphic description 
of his perflous adventures at the 
front and that @readful occasion 
on which he lost his hand, part of 
an arm; and, as he said “What 
hurt me most, my beauty,“ he took 
us by logical degrees to the hos- 
pital. And it was here that he 
commenced his dazzling praise of 
women, especially in the guise of 
Red Cross angels—but always in 


mate, personal note as when, for 
instance, he boyishly confided, “You | 
know the fellows are always asking 


once I gripped a blessed hand so 
hard that I heard a sweet voice say- 
ing Naughty boy, you are hurting 
me.“ 

But soon ne was telling of the 
hard, heroic and persistent work 
they accomplish—told how the wom- 
en of England are sacrificing their 
health and beauty in munition fac- 
tories. where the explosives,turn the 
skin yellow, the hair drops out, the 
hands shrivel—not for pay, for many 
of them are women of position— 
but for love, for patriotism, just as 
much as the men who die. 

He did not mind being senti- 
mental, this Irishman. -He certainly. 
wasn't shy. And if he complimented 
his audience rather recklessly, it 
was a pleasant embarrassment. He 
concluded with a prayerful tribute 
to President Wilson and a wondrous 
picture of the Allied flags flying 
over. Berlin, with the Kaiser and his 
cohorts hanging to the lamp-posts. 
And he stopped on the instant of his 
hour midst long and loud ap- 


plause.

The last concert of the Los An- 
geles Symphony Orchestra for the 
season took place yesterday after- 
‘noon at Clune's Auditorium, before 
a very large audience, which has 
been the invariable rule for this 
season.

“Rustic Wedding 
which, by the way, — 
phony at all, but a W oe ptive 
of a rural wedding fete. It is writ- 
ten in five movements, the first be- 
ing a march, brought in dy the 
cellos and basses, and followed by 
thirteen variations. The orchestra 
did not play all thirteen, some of 
which are usually left out. There 
is a decided country spirit about the 
rugged theme, which introduces at 
once the ‘rural atmosphere that is” 
sustained throughout the piece. The 
second movement is a charming 
bridal song in true aria form for 
the oboe, the subject of the march 


being heard in the The 
third movement, the serenade, is 
pastoral and fanciful, and the 


fourth, In the Garden, is one of the 
most beautiful movements in the 
suite. Finally, the dance comes, 
and with it are brought back some 
of the themes of the other move- 
ments, notably the middle episode 
of the garden music. 

Conductor Tandler is particularily 
happ in his interpretations of 
Goldmark, whom he conducted 
without score, although he played 
the lovely opening ‘theme of the 
garden music unusually glowly, lin- 
gering over the charming meas- 
ures beyond the period suggested by 
the Andante. The playing of the 
basses, being very important, was 
also very excellent. 

The “Swan of Tuonela of Sibe- 
Hus,“ which is the third part of the 
symphonic peem, Lemminkainen,“ 
was beautifully done, the Finnish 
composer also falling within Tand- 
ler’s happy interpretations. The 
long sustained tones were exceed- 
ingly Jovely, and the racial atmos- 
phere, which is necessary to the 


perfect rendering of Sibelius, was 


well maintained. 


The choice of Olga Steeb, pian-| 


ist, for their soloist, was an appro- 
priate one for the orchestra’s last 
performance. They have ‘been 
generous to local musicians this 
year, and have been extraordinarily 
successful, and Olga Steeb, incredi- 
ble as it seems, received her musical } 
Anstruction only in Los Angeles. 
' She’ won a tremendous applause, 


realizes just how proud it should be 
of that wonderful girl. She played 
the Tschaikowsky No. 1 Concerto for 
piano and orchestra, and, terrific as 
are its. difficulties, she handled it in 
a superb end masterly way. The 
great chords with which it opens 
were thrilling in their power and 
suggestion, and the free fantasy of 
the cadenzl. which are broad an] 
fulsome, were as scintillating as 
possible. 

Olga Steeb has an unpretentio 
style which is the essential of t 
true musician, and she played with 
a regard for ‘ensemble that is rare 
in solo pianists. It is a mistaken 
notion that a pianist who is playing 
with an orchestra must dominate * 
all times, and this quality ot being 
ever mindful of the whole is une’ 
usual. The music is the thing with 
Olga Steeb, and her absorption and 
concentration are remarkable. Her 
supple arms. and pliable wrists 
wrought wonders with the Tsachat- 
kowsky that Von Bulow pronounced 
difficult, and Rubinstein impossible. 
It is a passionately melancholy 
work, but with a fury of desire and 
an ironic brilliance. Miss Steeb was 
encored and applauded enormously. 
The orchestra did not play the 
Rakocsky March of Berlioz, as they 
had announced, but closed after 
Olga Steeb's performance with the 
Star Spangled Banner.”

NE of the heroes of Verdun, 
O where his gallantry won him 

the Croix de Guerre and the 
ribbon of the Legion of Honor, al- 
though only 22 years old, Capt. Mar- 
cel Clavel, member of the French 
military mission to the United States, 
arrived in this city yesterday from 
Camp Cody, Deming, N. M., and will 
be the guest of Mr. and Mre.

“I expect to go with the Thirty- 
seventh Division (Camp Cody) to 
France when they are ordered over- 
seas, which I have reason to believe 
will be soon,” said. Capt. Clavel yes- 
terday. “With the twelve other 
French officers who have assisted in 
the training of the men of the Thir- 
ty-seventh, I expect te fight with 


them in France — under the Stars

‘HE DUTY OF FREEMEN. :

When Omri begat Ahab he should have 
told the high priests in Israel to christen 
him William Hohenzollern, for Ahab was 
certainly the Kaiser of his time. 

Ahab reigned over Israel in Samaria 
twenty and two years, but that was before. 
there was any particular antipathy to a 
third term. From the thirty and eighth 
year of Asa, King of Judah, when Ahab 
was inaugurated amid the Claquers of the 
Israelites who had gathered to give the 
new sovereign a send-off—for in that day 
there were no civil-service rules and every 
mother’s son expected an office—down to 
the hour when Jehu smote all that remained 
of the house of Ahab (including his seventy 
sons,) Ahab was a source of trouble. 5 

Ahab began to make a noise in Israel 
early in his administration. He wanted his 
own way about everything. He could not 
endure lese majeste. He was the whole 
works—lfke the Kaiser. When the famine 
was sore in Samaria Ahab sent Obadiah 
to hunt grass and water for the stock, Ahab 
going one way and Obadiah another. But 
Obadiah fell in with Elijah, and he told 
Obadiah to tell Ahab that he, Elijah, was 
on the job, and that he would show himself 
to Ahab that day. 

Then Ahab, like the Kaiser, began 
muddy up the waters. In the vernacular of 
the time he proceeded to “call” the vener- 
able Tishbite. Ahab could not endure the 
idea of there being two bosses on the job. 
Therefore he said to Elijah: 18 it thou, 
thou troubler of Israel?” Like His Impe 
rial Highness, “Der Kaiser,” he was ready 
to perform the task of “friendly assimila- 
tion” on Elijah if the wind was in the right 
direction. But Elijah came right back. 1 
have not troubled Israel, but thou and thy 
father’s house, in that ye have forsaken 
the commandments of Jehovah, and th 
hast followed the Baalim.” 4 

Like the Kaiser, Ahab was given to boast- 


of Mount Carmel and had brought on the 
rain that first appeared coming up out of 
the sea, the cloud being no larger than a 
man's hand, he told Ahab to get a chariot 
and ride to Jezree—and what do you sup- 
pose Ahab did when he got there? He told 
Jezebel all that Elijah had done, “and with- 
al how he had slain all of the prophets 
with the sword.” It was the rape of Bel- 
gium over again. 

It was right here that we have the great- 
est instance.of the conservation of food 
found anywhere in the Bible. Elijah went 
to Beer-Sheba, that belonged to Judah, and 
from there into the wilderness, where he 


lay down to die. But Jehovah touched him 


and gave him a cake baken on the coals 
and a cruse of water, and that amount of 
food lasted him forty days and forty nights 
on Horeb, the mount of God. That 16 a 
record Herbert Hoover cannot approach.

irrelevant, not to say incompetent, and the 
result was that Naboth was stoned to death. 
And Ahab took possession of the vineyard, 
and it did not cost him a cent. Wasn't that 
a Kaiser trick? eh 

The similarity between the careers of 
Ahab and the Kaiser is shown all through 
the life of the one-time king of Israel. And 
the fate of the German Emperor is indl- 
cated in the doings of Elisha the prophet. 
It will be recalled that Elisha sent one of 
the sons of the prophets to Ramoth-gilead, 
where he was to see Jehu, son of Jehosa- 
phat, the son of Nimshi, and take with him 
a vial of oi] that he was to pour on the head 
of Jehu. When the young man had done 
as he was directed he said: “Thus saith 
Jehovah, the God of Israel. I have an- 
ointed thee king over the people of Jehovah, 
even over Israel. And thou shalt smite the 
house of Ahab, thy master, that I may 
avenge the blood of my servants the proph- 
ets, and the blood of all the servants of 
Jehovah, at the hands of Jezebel. For the 
whole house of Ahab shall perish, and I 
will cut off from Ahab every man-child, and 
him that is shut up and him that is left at 
large in Israel. And I will make the house 
of Ahab like the house of Jeroboam, the 
son of Nebat, and like the house of Baasha, 
the son of Ahijah. And the dogs shall eat 
Jezebel in the portion of Jezreel and there 
shall be none to bury her.” 

And the threat to destroy Ahab by the 


almighty power of Jehovah was carried out 


to the letter. The one-time ruler of Israel 
had offended God and he was smitten by 
Jehu, as the imperial government and Prus- 


sianism of Germany will be smitten, that 


the “blood of my servants, the prophets 
and all the servants of Jebovah“ may be 
avenged. 

But Ahab alone did not meet the fate 
that was ordained by Jehovah. His son, 
Joram, was shot through the heart by. an 
arrow from the bow of Jehu, who said, 
“Take up and cast him in the portion of the 
field of Naboth the Jezeelite, for remember 
how that, when I and thou rode together 
after Ahab his father, Jehovah laid this 
burden upon me.” And in the eleventh 
year of Joram, the son of Ahab, began Aha- 
ziah to reign over Judah. And Hs wife, 
Jezebel, was destroyed by Jehovah, just as 


Ahab spread the camouflage on 


the Kaiser will be destroyed by the forces 
that work for civilization and justice 


| 
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throughout the world. Jezebel was the 
daughter of Ethbaal, king of the Sidonians, 
but she was killed by Jehu in Jezreel. 
Thrown down by his men, her blood was 
sprinkled on the wall and the horsés, and 
she was trodden under foot. And when 


they went to bury her they found no more 


of her than the skull and the feet and the 
palms of her hands. And Jehu said:- “This 
is the word of Jehovah, which he spake by 
his servant, Elijah the Tishbite, saying, in 
the portion of Jezreel shall the dogs eat 
the flesh of Jezebel, and the body of Jezebel 
shall be as dung upon the face of the fiela 
in the portion of Jezreel, so that they shall 
not say this is Jezebel.”

How it Should be Displayed. 
Abuses to be Eschewed. 

In raising the flag it should never 
be rolled up and hoisted to the top of 
the staff before unfurling. Instead, 
the fly should be free during the act 
ot hoisting, which should be done 
quickly. It should be taken in slow- 
ly and with dignity. It should not 
be allowed to touch the ground on 
shore, or the deck of a ship, nor 
should it be permitted to trail in 
the water or in the dust. It should 
not be hung where it can be con- 


taminated or soiled easily, or draped 
over chairs or benches for seating 


of any kind should be placed upon 
it or above it. . 

A common but regrettable practice 
at public meetings is to drape the 
flag like a tablecloth over the speak- 
er's table and then to place on the 
flag a pitcher of ice water, flowers, 
books, etc. Another equally care- 
less practice, and, unfortunately, 
quite common, is to tie small United 
States flags to the bottom of a stage 
curtain; when the curtain is raised 
the flags are lifted aloft and are ef- 
fectively displayed, but when the 
curtain is lowered, so that the stage 
scenes may be shifted, the flags 
trail in the dust of the stage floor. 

The flag should not be festooned 
over doorways or arches. Always 
Do not 
tie it in a bow knot. Where colors 
are desired for decorative purposes, 
use red, white and blue bunting... 

The flag should not be hoisted up- 
side down, other than as a signal * 
distress at sea, when it may, if 
necessary to accentuate the distress 
and make it easily recognizable at 
a distance, knotted in the middle 
of its length, forming what is called 
a “weft.” | 
International usage forbids the 
display of the flag of one nation 
above that of any other with which 
it is at peace. Such an act ig con- 
sidered an insult in times of peace 
and is always followed by a demand 
for an explanation and apology. 


| When the flags of two + = 


nations are displayed, they hö 
be on separate staffs, or on separate 
halyards of equal size and on thé 
same level. 


The flag should never be or 
lowered by any cal ap- 
pliance. 


When the national colors are pass- 
ing on parade, or in review, the 
spectator should, if walking, halt, 
and if sitting, arise and stand at 
attention and uncover. 


ing a statue or monument they 
should not be allowed to fall to the 
ground, but should be carried aloft 
to wave out, forming a distinctive 
feature during the remainder of the 
ceremony. 

Where the national flag ig dis- 
played with State or other flags, it 
should be given the place of honor 
on the right. Its use should be con- 
fined as much as possible to its dis- 


play upon the staff. Where used as 
union should fly to the,, 


a banner, 
north in Streets running east and 
west, and to the east in streets 
running north and south. 

Old, faded, 
should not be used for banners or 
other secondary purposes. 

When no longer fit for display, the 
flag should be destroyed privately, 
preferably by burning or other meth- 
ods lacking the suggestion of irrev- 
erence or disrespect. 

An Act of Congress passed in 
1905 provides that a trademark can- 
not be registered which consists of 
or comprises “the flag, the coat-of- 
arms or other insignia of the United 
States, or any simulation thereof.” 
An act passed in 1917 provides penal- 
ties for the desecration, mutilation 
or improper use of the flag.

Fair Price Committee, the profits of 
licensed grocers are based on pre- 
War statements, that he is held to 
a 19 per cent. profit on luxuries, 
which today constitute 40 per cent. 
of the trade, and that the buying 
public has cut the purchase of lux- 
uries to such an extent that the gro- 
cers of California are facing bank- 
ruptcy unless they receive assistance 
from the National Food Administra- 
tion. 

“The regulated profit on 69 per 
cent. of our goods is 19 per cent.,“ 
Mr. Daly said last night. “Forty 
per cent. is composed of staples, 
which never did net us a profit, and 
of this 60 per cent., 40 is con- 
sidered today luxuries. The grocers 
of California are only asking a liv- 
ing, and I believe that when we pre- 
sent our case to Mr. Hoover, he will 
allow us a slight increase on the ar- 
ticles which are now on the restrict- 
ed list, such as sugar, flour, etc.
